A Natural Gas Explosion in the Hotel 


Albemarle 
and 
Bijou 
Theatre 


Severely Injares Ten Persons. 


PiTTSBUBO, Oct. 19.—A gM explo- 
sion occurred in the Bijou theatre at 10 
o'clock this morning. 
The building, as 
well as the hotel Albemarle and Library 
hall, are on fire. It is reported that a 
number of people have been injured. 


LATER. 


A serious natural gas explosion oc- 
curred a few minutes after 10 this morn- 
ing in the hotel Albemarle and Bijou 
theatre block, on Sixth avenue. 
It was 
attended with frightful injuries to a 
number of people and great destruction 
to the finest property in the city. 
For 
several days workmen employed by the 
Peoples' Gas company have been en- 
gaged in repairing pipes running into 
the hotel and theater. 
The odor of es- 
caping gas was noticed early this morn- 
ing, but for some reason not yet ex- 
plained, nothing was done to have the 
gas turned off. 


About 10:15 o'clock there wer? ter- 
rific explosions, similtaneously in the 
cellars of D. T. Beed's optican rooms, 
Hotel Albemarle, and the Bijou theatre. 
The concussion shook the buildings for 
squares and broke all the gkss in the 
windows in the block. 
Almost instantly 
the flames shot up from the various 
parts of the block, but bofere they 
gained much headway were controlled 
by the prompt work of the fire depart- 
ment. 
The Hotel Albermarle, the Bi- 
jou theatre entrance and the shops which 
fronted on 6th street, between the hotel 
entrance and the library hall, 
were 
te'-ribly shattered. 
An 
investigation 
shows that eight persons were seriously 
hurt and two fatally and at least as many 
more slightly injured. 


The names of the most seriously in- 
jured are: 


Jacob Dinger, gas employee, internally 
injured and legs and arms broken and 
his recovery is impossible. 


Thomas Scanlan. gas employee, 
is 
badly burned, and will die. 


Two colored men, a german and an 
Italian, whose names can not be learned 
are terribly burned, but will probably 
recover. 


Fireman Gus Dalte, is painfully cut 
and bruised. 


A large number of others sustained 
bruises and burns. 
The damage has 
not been estimated, but is very heavy.

The aggregate assessed 
valuation of the taxable property for the 
present year is 826,313.500, an increase 
of nearly S6.000,000 over 1886. 
The 
governor says there are few portions of 
the republic outside of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Washington territory that 
contain such extensive bodies of timber 
and above the average in quality. 


There Will be no Lockout.

TERRIBl^EPIDEMIC 


Of Typhoid Fever Ragiag in Michigan 


—200 
Cases 
Yesterday 
and a 


Nnmber of New Ones To-day. 


IsHPBMiNO. Mich., Oct. 19.—A terrible 
epidemic of typhoid fever is raging in 
Iron Mountain village, on the Menomi- 
nee River railway, 100 miles south of 
here. 
There were 200 cases yesterday 
and a number of new cases are reported 
every few minutes. 
The 
physicians 
are working night and day, with help 
from other towns. 
The deaths are 
numerous and the authorities and phy- 
sicians are at loss to find from what 
cause the epidemic comes. 


Poor water and defective sewerage is 
generally believed to be the cause. 
A 
panic prevails and many are leaving the 
place. 
The disease is very violent and 
runs its course very rapidly. 
The the- 
ory that the disease is genuine Asiatic 
cholera, brought there by Italian labor- 
ers has been advanced, but the physi- 
cians deny it. 
The condition at Iron 
Mountain is serious and growing worse. 
If the disease does not abate soon the 
village will have to call for help. 


RIOTING IN LONDON. 


The Police and the Unemployed A^ain 
in Collision. 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—The disturbances 
created by the unemployed persons who 
frequent Trafalgar square still continue. 
In addition to those arrested yesterday, 
six other men have been taken into 
custody. 
A number of isolated fights 
have occurred. 
Several of the rioters 
arrested 
have been 
imprisoned. 
A 
number of 
unemployed 
workingmen 
also met in Hyde Park to-day for the 
purpose of making a demonstration. 
A 
squad of mounted poUce rode among the 
crowd and a collision occurred. 
The 
mob 
after a serious conflict 
drove 
the police back. 


The police fearing the mob would pil- 
lage the shops in the vicinity of Hyde 
Park, locked the gate of the park on 
them. 
This action infuriated the crowd 
and a sharp cenflict occurred. 
In their 
efforts to get out of the park many of the 
crowd was thrown down and trampled 
upon. 
Three arrests were made. 
The 
police finally permitted the crowd to 
make its egress through the Marble 
arch. 


JOE PLEW. 


He is Sentenced to Prison for Life for 
' Murder. 


WABSAW, Ind., Oct. 19.—The trial of 
Joseph Plew for the murder of the Dun- 
ham family last February, which has 
been in progress for the past ten days 
in the Kosciusko circuit court, termin- 
ated yesterday in a verdict of murder in 
the first degree. 
Plew's punishment 
was fixed at imprisonment for life. 


The evidence against Plew is largely 
circumstantial, but the verdict gives 
general satisfaction. 
When he heard 
the verdict the prisoner became frantic 
and declared that he would rather hang 
than be imprisoned for life. 
He con- 
tinued to assert his innocence. 
As Plew 
has declared that if convicted there are 
others who would suffer, some sensation- 
al disclosures are looked for from him. 


If ever there was a stoic, it is Joseph 
W. Plew. 
From the hour of his arrest 
down till the last moment of Judge 
Olds' sentence he never blanched a mo- 
ment, changed color, or manifested the 
least trepidation. 


He was taken to the penitentiary yes- 
terday.

Miss Josephine Cameron is a native of 
New Orleans, La., and made her first 
appearance npon any stage abont seven 
years ago at the Baldwin's Theatre, San 
Francisoo, Cai., as Jnlia in the Hunch- 
back, by Sheridan Knowles. 


Immediately after her debnt, she was 
engaged to join a stock company, then 
playing in Portland, Oregon, under the 
direction of Mr. George Chaplain, who 
was then stock star, and stage manager. 
After serving an apprenticeship for the 
season at all kinds of part«, the bill at 
that time being changed nightly. 
Miss 
Cameron went in the following spring 
on a tour up the Pnget Sonnd a® far as 
Victoria, British Columbia, playing a 
round of legitimate characters, her first 
attempt at Lady Macbeth, being at Bea- 
atle, W. T., of Camille, at Portland, 
Oregon. 
After the season. Miss Cam- 
eron returned to Ban Francisco, playing 
once only in that city, previous to her 
departure for New York City, that being 
at a benefit at the California Theatre, 
as Marco in the "Marble Heart," Mr. 
James O'Neill, the Baphael. 
Arriving 
at New York City in the early aalnmn 
Miss Cameron's first engagement £aat 
was at Philadelphia at Chestunt Street 
Theatre, in the sketch part of Carrie in 
'•The Governor;" from thence to Char 
leston. South Carolina, under the man 
agement of J. T. Ford. 
The Gk)vemor 
was put on first, then Lady of Lyons 
with 
Miss 
Cameron 
as 
Pauline, 
Daniel 
Rochat, 
following with Miss 
Cameron as 
Leah 
Henderson, 
the 
tour extending 
to Washington 
and 
ending with The Governor there. 
Miss 
Cameron returned South again, playing 
Lady Macbeth, Juliane in the Honey 
moon, Julia in Hunchback, in Augusta 
Savannah, Ga., and all the principal 
Southern cities on that route. 
Return 
ing to New York City, Miss Cameron 
went out in Bartley Campbell's White 
Slave Co., for a short season; from there 
a season with Miss Kate Claxton and a 
short season with Mr. Leshe Gossin. 
In April, 1883, being engaged by Mr. 
J. H. Slavin to make a tour through the 
West Indies, in a large repertoire of 
legitimate plays: supported by Barton 
HUl and an excellent company, Miss 
Cameron sailed for Georgetown, British 
Guiana, opening there in Camille, May 
25th, 1883, playing a ronnd of plays 
some 25 in number, among which were 
Camille, Macbeth, Bomeo and Juliet, 
OtheUo, Honeymoon, Hunchback, Lady 
of Lyons, Bosedale, Lost in London 
East Lynne, Ingomar, Money, Forget- 
Me-Not, in which last play Miss Cam 
eron cieated a profound sensation and 
most pronounced hit. 
She remained 
BIX weeks at Demerara, then sailed for 
Barbadoes, playing there four weeks 
from thence to St. Vincent, thence to 
Trinidad and Kingston, Jamaica, mak- 
ing a strong impression at each island, 
and returning to New York, November 
Ist, 1883. 
Miss Cameron soon received 
a very flattering offer to star through 
Australia in Forget-Me-Not, from Mr. 
Mortis Greenwall, but illness prevented 
her acceptance. 
In June, 1884, she 
made her second tour through tJue In- 
dies, opening at Kingston in Camille, 
playing a round of characters there for 
eight weeks, proceeding tbence to St. 
Tnomas, where she captivated the whole 
island with Forget-Me-Not and other 
plays; from thence to Barbadoes. 
After 
two weeks there she sailed for Trinidad, 
port of Spain; it was there that she suf- 
fered her first severe loss, the European 
Hotel, whore she was residing, being 
bnrned to the gronnd, and she lost her 
entire wardrobe for all her repertoire, 
money, jewelry, and all a total loss. 
This brake up her company, some of 
whom returned to New York city, a 
few remained with her, and with the 
remnant she sailed for Surinam, Dutch 
Guiana, arriving at Paramaribo. 
She 
joined with the Amateurs of the Thalia 
Theatre, so called, but in reality old pro- 
fessionals, as the theatre had been built 
some forty years and was owned by these 
"Amateurs" and had been played in by 
them from father to son. 
Miss Camer- 
on's engagement was a great success, 
the houses were crowded nightly : from 
there the little party went to Caracas, 
Venezuela, South America, where she 
appeared in The La Opinion Nacional. 
The full account ot the beautiful souvenir 
presented to Miss Cameron, by the Ma- 
sonic Concordia Lodge of Paramaribo, 
on the eve of her sailing for Caracas by 
the oflBcers ot the Lodge, who waited 
npon her at her hotel:

By courtesy of the President of the 
Bepablicof Venezuela, Miss Cameron 
obtained the Teatro Guzman Blanco, a 
magnificent building, which up to that 
time had only been used for grand opera, 
Miss Cameron being the first American 
or English artiste who ever played upon 
its boards. 
Here we quote one or two 
lines from a criticism upon her Bteph- 
ainein Forget-Me-Not: 


"In Venezuela «he spoke to hearts 
with noble sentiments, fairly enchanting 
the lovers of art, that is, the prestige of 
her talents merited for her the applause 
and admiration which greeted her when 
she presented herself on the stage of the 
Gazman Blanco Theatre. 
Miss Jose- 
phine Cameron may be sure that her 
true artistic merit has been recognized 
In 'Juliet,' as in 'Stephanie,' as in 'x'ar- 
thenia,' she shown always as the star of 
the first magnitude. "—La Nacion, Car- 
acas, (Venezuela), South America, July 
31, 1886. 


"The interpretation of the character 
of 'Stephanie' by Miss Cameron was a 
work of great study and finished execu- 
tion, which would have conquered the 
applause and admiration of the public 
and the world."—El Siglo, Caracas, 
(Venezuela), South America, July 17, 
1885. 


While at "Teatro Guzman Blaoco" 
she received from the President of the 
Bepnbiic of Venezuela, Gen. Joaquin 
Crespo, the kindest courtesy and most 
generous hospitality through his Minis- 
ter of the Interior, Minister Amengual. 
There being at the time war between 
the government and an island called 
Carappono, and no one was allowed pass- 
port from Caracas, Miss Cameron and 
company were personally escorted by 
Mmister Amengual and his delegation— 
a tribute from the President to her talent 
as an artiste and respect for her as a wo- 
man, and thus she bid adieu to Caracas, 
the ''manyauo" (to-morrow) land, with 
warm feeling of regard for the courteous 
"Americanos." 
Sailing from Caracas, 
or the nearest point, the coast of Lagui- 
ra, by the way of Curacoa, where she re- 
ceived from our own American Consul, 
the kindest treatment, and, through his 
efforts, from the islanders, the gentlest 
courtesy. 
Sailing from there to Colon, 
where the people were dropping dead 
momentarily on the wharves from that 
terrible shagras fever, after lying an 
hour or two exposed in the sun, before 
being picked up by the policemen de- 
tailed to pick up the "dead in the 
streets," who were sent by the carloads 
to a place of buiial called Monkey Hill. 
Sailiug from Colon, Miss Cameron came 
to New York, by the way of New Orleans, 
visiting her home and white-haired old 
father (an honored L, L. D., and one of 
the oldest and most esteemed lawyers of 
the New Orleans bar). 


Arriving in New York city late in the 
season and all good engagements gone, 
she went to star through country towns. 


Being left without a manager at the 
end of eignt weeks, she said to the little 
company: 
"I will stay with you. 
Let 
us see what we can do alone." 


From that time Miss Cameron re- 
mained out thirtji-three weeks, not going 
out of New York State, or Pennsylvania, 
with the single exception of Patterson, 
N. J., where she closed her season with 
"Ingomar," the 26th of June last, and 
where her 
magnificent 
rendition of 
Stephanie in "Forget-Me-Not" created 
a profound sensation and admiration for 
h( r as an actress. 


The Morning Call of Saturday, June 
26, said; 
' Miss Josephine Cameron ap- 
peared ut the Opera House before a cul- 
tured audience--v hich became enthusi- 
astic over the artistic treat she and her 
company gave them. 
VV^e have been led 
to expect much from Miss Cameron, but 
she fully redeemed all that had been 
said in ner praise. 
She is a beautiful 
woman, and her eyes are bright with in- 
telligence and reflect vividly every shade 
of feeling and expression. 
Her acting 
while impassioned, is without the least 
tinge of staginess or rant. 
If she lives 
bhe is bound to take high rank upon the 
American stage." 


She arrived again in New York city 
with her company of nine peopieon Sun- 
day. June 27th, 1886. 


She had no funds to start with when 
her manager left her, and no manager or 
advance agent. 
It was a hard season, 
but a self-sustaining one. 


Miss Cameron made her first appear- 
ance in New York city, unheralded and 
unknown, through the kindness of Mr. 
J. M. Hill, manager of the Third Ave- 
nue and Union Square Theatres, as Ca- 
mille. The following comments of the 
New York press will show that her met- 
ropoli iitan season was an artistic suc- 
cess: 


A NEW CAMILLE. 
The New York World said: 
"Miss 
Josephine Cameron, a handsome young 
woman, made her appearance as Camille 
at the Third Avenuu Theatre last even- 
ing, and although the other members of 
the company gave her but little support, 
she won the good ojilnion and applause 
of the audience by her thorough conotp-

Soutk Caroliua, or Kentucky- 
family "ihat was ever anybody" has 
and claims kin with, has always been a 
matter of great astonishment in the 
North, where this charming "cult" is 
not cherished. 
And these cousins 
"down to the fortieth degree" may be 
fouitd everywhere. A charming lady, 
whom the writer has the happiness of 
knowing, said to me the other day : 


You would scarcely believe that Vir- 
ginia and South Carolina families could 
be related by blood ties to so many 
people as they really are in England 
and f ranee. 
Now, here, holding up a 
late Parisian jourual, is the announce- 
ment of the marriage to I'rincess Eu- 
gene Murat, the great grand-daughter 
of Marshal Murat, better known as the 
commander of the cavalrv in the grande 
armee than as King of Naples, which 
he nevertheless was, to Prince de Tor- 
rella, an Italian magnate. 
This bride. 
Princess Murat, has not less than 100 
Virginia and South Carolina cousins. 
Her grandmother was Miss Fraser, of 
Charleston, whose brother was the 
founder of the great commercial house, 
that during the war was so famous as 
Fraser, Trenholm ¿t Co. Both the 
sons of Marshal Marat married South- 
ern women. This eldest, Achille, came 
to America. 
His wife was Miss Bettie 
Willis, of Virginia, whose mother was 
the di-stant cousin of the Dandriilges, 
the Harrisons, the Pages, the Careys, 
and many others whose names are his- 
toric. 
His brother, the second son— 
Murat's wife, you know, was Caroline, 
sister of the great ^Napoleon—married 
Miss Fraser, as I just now told you. 
So her grand-daughter, who, though a 
Princess, looks like any well-bred and 
well-nurtured Virginia girl, is the great 
grandniece of the first 
Napoleon. 
When John Y. Mason of Virginia, was 
our Miuistt;r to France, the ladies of 
the Murat household were his particu- 
lar friends. I know he used to aston- 
ish some of the old French gentlemen 
about the court of the second Empire 
by gravely explaining that these ladies 
were his cousins. The Empress Eu- 
genie heard of it, and was much inter- 
ested in the fact that the grand-datigh- 
ters of the ex-King of Naples, Napo- 
leon's brother-in-law and greatest cav- 
alry commander, weru akin to a repre- 
sentative from the great republic.
